Moderator was 
examined from several angles at a panel William G. Pursley. 

Panelist Harry Larson, a 
certified public accountant, 
explained that the original 
$700,000 figure was a con¬ 
servative estimate of the 
taxpayer cost of implemen¬ 
ting the crosstown bussing 
of groups of children in the 
elementary grades of the 
Pasadena School system. 
This proposed plan, de - 
signed to enforce an arbi¬ 
trary racial percentage, he 
said is being advocated by 
some of the candidates for 
the school board. “However,” 
he warned, “If this program 
were to be extended from 
kindergarten through grade 
12, the annual cost to the 
taxpayer would be more like 
three and a half million dol¬ 
lars.” 

Mrs. Stuart Zuck a p - 
preached the problem from 
the parent's standpoint. A 
former teacher, and mother 
of three daughters attending 
Pasadena public schools, she 
foresaw dangers in the 
breakdown of the neighbor¬ 
hood school concept. Among 
them she cited the shorten¬ 
ing of the child’s at-home 
and at-play hours, as well 
as inconvenience to parents 
required to attend school or 
PTA functions at long dis¬ 
tances from their own 
homes. “And what if a child 
should be taken suddenly 
ill at school?” she asked. 
"Many of the parents in the 
groups we are talking about 
have no ready means of 
transportation to take them 
quickly across town.” 

Robert G. Lloyd, indepen¬ 
dent businessman, discussed 
the once-proposed “Plan B” 
and the “Triad” theory, as 
opposed to the existing Sup¬ 
erintendent-sponsored “Plan 
6.” “Although the Triad plan 
was voted down by the pre- 


Dr. Joseph Engholm is unal¬ 
terably opposed to forced 
crosstown bussing programs. 
Incumbent Walter Shatford 
abstained from supporting 
the existing “free choice” 
Plan 6 and thereafter voted 
to reopen study of a Triad- 
type plan. Ernest Hugg indi¬ 
cates he originally spon¬ 
sored the Triad plan. 

Mrs. Engerran urged 
everyone concerned with the 
future of Pasadena’s educa¬ 
tional system to attend open 
meetings at which all can¬ 
didates would appear in per¬ 
son to present their stands 
on crosstown bussing and 
other vital issues. “You can 
only make up your minds as 
to which of these persons 
best represent your chil¬ 
dren’s interests by hearing 
their own words, and by 
asking them direct ques¬ 
tions,” she said.

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Dear Editor: 

This year, the same as for 
the past several years, the 
California Water & Tele¬ 
phone Company, in concert 
with all other mempers of 
our industry, is exercising 
its efforts toward the elim¬ 
ination of the ten per cent 
excise tax on telephone serv¬ 
ice. 

The attempt this year, 
however, is being made with 
a greater effort because of 
the threat that all excise 
taxes not removed by con¬ 
gressional action during its 
present session, will, if Presi¬ 
dent Johnson’s recommenda¬ 
tions are followed, become 
permanent. 

Through contacts made 
with Representatives in the 
Congress, our industry has 
been successful in having 
several bills introduced 
which call for the complete 
elimination of the tax on 
telephone service, or will ac¬ 
complish it in a three-step 
program. 

The first step would be 
elimination of taxes on resi¬ 
dential consumers (monthly 
exchange service charge) 
and on so-called competitive 
services which are offered 
by telephone companies, but 
may also be obtained from 
non-regulated utilities pur¬ 
veyors. The next step would 
be a five per cent reduction 
of excise taxes on toll and 
business services, and the 
final cut would completely 
eliminate all telephone ex¬ 
cise taxes. 

The attached billing insert 
now being sent to the more 
than 185,000 individual ac¬ 
counts in the California 
Water & Telephone opera¬ 
tion, sets forth in its con¬ 
tents valid and justifiable 
reasons for the public to be¬ 
come alerted to the possibil¬ 
ity that this tax will become 
a permanent burden on 
them. We feel very strongly 
that our action in this re¬ 
spect is definitely in the 
public interest. 

We are equally hopeful 
that you feel the same.

This is 
the time of Promise. 

For these same festive branches shall lift a precious 
burden of fruit when the red-gold mantle of harvest falls 
across the land. 

When human souls awaken to the reveille of faith, 
and hymns and prayers fill the arches of heaven, and the 
warmth of an ageless hope reaches from heart to heart 
.. . this is more than Lent. 

For the faith which blossoms today will bear its own 
precious fruit. Love! Joy! Peace! The harvest of souls 
like yours and mine is beginning anew to grow.
